REMARKS 

The Examinees Office Action of November 22, 2005 has been carefully 
reviewed. All pending claims currently stand rejected. Specifically, Claim 6 stands 
rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(b) as being anticipated by Leonard et al. (U.S. Pat. 
6,063,044). Additionally, claims 1 and 3-5 stand rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over 
claims 1-4 of U.S. Pat. 6,659,967. Finally, claim 2 stands rejected on the basis of 
nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting over claim 1 of U.S. Pat. 6,659,967 
in view of Mocny (U.S. Pat. 5,224,469). 

In response, Applicant has cancelled claim 6. Therefore, the Examiner's 
rejection of this claim is not addressed herein. Furthermore, Applicant is 
submitting herewith a terminal disclaimer under 37 CFR 1.321(b). Applicant 
believes that this disclaimer overcomes the deficiencies in the previous terminal 
disclaimer submitted on September 7, 2005, and that it therefore overcomes the 
double patenting rejections issued by the Examiner relative to claims 1, 3-5 and 2. 
Thus, Applicant believes that all pending claims are now in a condition for 
allowance. 

Finally, Applicant submits herewith an Information Disclosure Statement, 
which lists all patents and articles believed to be relevant to the examination of this 
application. In accordance with the Examiner's prior request, all references have 
been listed on PTO Form 1449. Applicant requests that these references be 
considered by the Examiner. 



Accordingly, all grounds for objection and rejection are deemed overcome. 
Should any additional points remain, the Examiner can call the undersigned collect 
to discuss any of the issues addressed in this Amendment.
